E\ery owner ought to keep the en-

Dirty oil, oil 
with sediment, old oil not changed for

I would suggest to the owner that, 


when lie has a few hours to spare dar- 
ing nnv month, he rive the engine a 
thorough denning, removing flirt fiora 
all joints, from oil hole1*, and tbe like. 


Th.e undernenth parts of the car are 


admittedly hard to get at, but that 
should not be nn excuse for total neg- 
lect. Underneath the r»r there may be 
tnanv places that require oil through 
small cup^, oil holes, etc. While some 
manufacturers are so fsr behind as to 
continue to use oil holes In exposed 
places, the owner of a car using them 
should not let them became filled with 
dirt If I owned a car with exposed oil 
holes on rrnis shafts snd other parts 
I would harp a mechanic install auto- 
matic feed oil cups 


Universal joint* n^best are hard to
